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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Browning (6,707,581 B1) in 
view of Manchester (2004/0201 595 A1) fails to teach, "the capture corresponds to inversion or rotation of the system". Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Browning teaches the scan is performed by sweeping the scan head of the handheld scanner across printed 
media containing information of interest, such as a barcode product identifier on a label [c.2 L.50-57). The handheld scanner (10) 
provides a LED/LCD display (22) for displaying the graphical objects. Additionally, in a playback mode of Browning, the retrieved 
information in displayed to the user immediately upon receipt [c.5 L31-32]. Manchester teaches automatically reorienting the display. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the automatic reorientation of Manchester with the 
display of Browning in order to view the retrieved information in an upright orientation regardless of how the scanner of Browning is held. 
This would allow the user to be more efficient and reduce time in reading the information correctly since the user would not have to 
physically reorient the scanner once the barcode is read. 
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
